Vivian Jones, 12; Olin Brown, l l ; Anson Workman, 13; 
Edna Workman, 14; Sarah Barden, 13; and Donald Hor­ 
ton, 12, of Pulaski, N. Y„ who w as visiting the Brown boy. 
The shell, owned by Workman, was one which he had 
kept as a souvenir and used on the rear porch to hold the 
door from closing. 
It was believed to he “dead.” 
The shell is believed to either have been set off by the 
hot sun or to have been struck by one of the victims with a 
croquet mallet. 
W indows within a radius of two blocks 
were shattered. 
Practically all of the clothing was blown off the bodies 
of the children.
